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America has by far the best news coverage in the world. Our press and radio, however, must concentrate on high-speed dispatches, often omitting the great spiritual factors which motivate the 
news. And unfortunateiy much reporting is under the pressures of narrcw provincialism and our traditional prejudices. Thus rolitical fanaticism and self-defeating military extremism frequently 
threaten to displace sound democratic practice and a rational defense system. Between The Lines seeks to provide greater insight by presenting selected reports, research analyses, and forecasts 
drawn from the most authoritative sources. This effort is dedicated to the belief that only through the Judaic-Christian concepts of truth can we avcid the violent changes inherent in war and in 
communism and thus move forward out of the tribalism of man towards the brotherhood of the Kingdcem of God. Anything less will be dangerously inadequate in the nuclear age. 





“What Can We Do?’’ 


Surplus books overflow the shelves of most American homes. Yet 
many people in our affluent land are hungry for books. How to get these 
books to the readers who need them became the project of a small group 
of women in Scarsdale, N. Y., and in just seven years they have dis- 
tributed over 100,000 books. And all books went “on order” to hospitals, 
prisons, youth and rehabilitation centers, even to libraries and in some 
instances to individuals. Thus no books are passed along haphazardly to 


become once again white elephants. 


Operation Bookshelf is a com- 
mittee responsibility of the Scars- 
dale Women’s Club which provides 
basement space as_ headquarters. 
The project requires a very small 
budget, since all books are donated, 
and book postage is very cheap. 

The idea originated with Mrs. 
Thomas B. Leech and Mrs. Donald 
L. Sealy who heard about the need 
for books at the women’s state re- 
formatory and prison at Bedford 
Hills, N. Y. The educational direc- 
tor listed the most wanted books 
(including Walt Whitman’s poems), 
and Operation Bookshelf, within 
the next year, provided 4,000 care- 
fully selected volumes. Since that 
time, the group has supplied re- 
quested books to many other or- 
ganizations, including 16,368 recent 
text and reference books to help 
restock the library shelves of nine 
universities and many high schools 
in Korea; nearly a ton of books to 
Pikeville, Ky., after the library and 
schools of the community were rav- 
aged by flood; novels in Spanish for 
special therapy for Puerto Rican 
patients in hospitals and institutions; 
books and magazines in Italian for 
patients in a convalescent home. 

The educational director at State 
Farm, Va., wrote to them, “The 
men who use the prison library are 
not troublemakers . . . . Many are 
worth saving and are constantly 
looking for answers to “Why did 
this happen to me?’ I have seen 
men find these answers in a pure 
fiction book by comparing their 
reading with their life’s experience.” 

The inmate librarian at Green 
Haven Prison, N. Y., wrote, “The 
prison library provides the first line 
of defense against idleness, apathy, 
neglect and human degradation.... 
To many inmates, books are a 
bridge over which the prisoners can 


pass into a better world with 


broader horizons.” 


The Scarsdale group explain how 
an Operation Bookshelf can be set 
up in any community: First make 
a list of the institutions in the com- 
munity or county. Then ask these 
institutions what kind of books they 
need. Send only what they ask for, 
concentrating on quality rather than 
quantity. Arrange for a headquar- 
ters, in a barn, basement, church 
or empty business building, and try 
to get donations of a sturdy table 
and some bookshelves; the only 
other needs are cartons and twine. 
Set up committees to collect, sort, 
pack and deliver books. 


Announce the project in your 
local newspapers and send notices 
to civic and service clubs. Explain 
where books can be left, or give a 
phone number for requesting that 
donations be picked up. Be sure 
that all donations are picked up 
promptly. Contact bookstores, libra- 
ries, museums, schools and bazaars 
for unwanted books. Accept all 
donations but discard worthless 
books. Often books not requested 
can be sold to second-hand dealers 
and the money used for postage.

THE BLACK WORLD 


OTES FROM WEST AFRICA: Dakar (Senegal), Accra (Ghana), 

Lagos (Nigeria), Leopoldville (The Congo): In rapid succession 
most of the West African territories have become free states. After the 
birth of freedom, the former French colonies (Guinea, French Congo, 
Senegal, Mali, etc.), the former British holdings (now Ghana and Nigeria) 
and the old Belgian Congo are all enmeshed in the agonizing struggle of 
learning to stand alone. Only the Portuguese hang onto their West African 
colony of Angola with bloody but doomed determination. 


THE AFRICAN COLONIAL POWERS created much wealth, 
initiated many advances — the Africans themselves do not deny this. But 
the colonial powers drew off tremendous profits, so great that the roads, 
harbors, hospitals and schools left by the empire builders represent only 
symbols of the wealth drained out. Still, almost unbelievable wealth re- 
mains to be developed in these areas. At first glance therefore the future 
might look bright. But, undoubtedly, for the rest of this century, great 
suffering, chaos and major threats to peace will center in these regions. 


THE AFRICAN PEOPLE having known little but privation, 
suffering and oppression — even within their own tribal kingdoms — will 
survive and in increasing numbers. But the breakdown of tribal law, cus- 
toms and controls and the creation of the vast, incredibly congested crime- 
breeding slums around all African population centers present a frightening 
challenge of a kind and on a scale mankind has never faced before. These 
slums arise from: (1) The population increases due to advances in health 
(although in many areas 40 per cent or more of the children still die 
during their first five years); (2) The increase in communications through 
which even remote villagers hear of the wages and benefits in the cities 
and migrate to these centers; (3) The growth of industry around the cities, 
a growth that is, however, lagging far behind the population increase. 
The colonial powers had encouraged these migrations, sometimes forced 
them, for they provided an abundant supply of cheap labor, the essential 
for successful economic imperialism. Fabulous profits were made possible 
by cheap labor. (A 30 to 40 per cent profit annually on empire investment 
had been common.) 

THE NEW NATIONAL GOVERNMENT in each new West Afri- 
can state is striving to increase the pace of industrial growth to meet the 
need for employment. But there just isn’t the necessary capital available. 
Consequently, unemployment is rapidly increasing and with it poverty, 
hunger and discontent which menace the stability of the new governments. 
Popular self-government can become impossible under these circum- 
stances. Thus able men like Nkrumah in Ghana and the leaders in 
Liberia, Guinea and elsewhere are driven towards totalitarianism; in 
order to help the people, they must control the people and suppress the 
violence which so easily springs out of an immature political opposition. 
Therefore opposition leaders are jailed without trials, the press is curbed. 
At this point the Russians move in, offering desperately needed capital 
resources, technical aid and “political guidance,” offers which have al- 
ready given the Communists a fairly good hold on Guinea. 

To give armaments to these semi-dictators — as our military would 
do in exchange for an anti-Red pledge — will increase trends towards 
tyranny, as has already happened in Korea, Formosa, Turkey and Thai- 
land. Whereas, economic assistance, educational help and technical aid 
will build democracy. 

(These conditions in Africa parallel those in Latin America, as 
our readers will recall from our reports from that area last year. The

U.S. has let these conditions go from bad to worse in the Caribbean and 
Latin America, arming and favoring dictators — unless they turn Red — 
taking almost no curative steps to prevent further disintegration. The 
Kennedy Administration is attempting to launch a Latin American aid- 
loan program for our own Hemisphere but with Congress so dominated 
by self-seeking provincialism and military extremism, the Administration’s 
program may not materialize sufficiently to meet the desperate needs in 
Latin America, to say nothing of Africa.) 


GIGANTIC EFFORT must be made by the Western capitalist 

democracies to provide capital and the technical and political as- 
sistance for these African states. Some effort along this line is now being 
made. American teams of various types are active in these countries — 
but all their work is only a drop in the bucket before the rushing, swell- 
ing torrent of needs that will not wait. Americans with scientific train- 
ing and much experience in Africa calmly appraise the need in terms of 
several billion annually in new investments. In these terms there is com- 
paratively little American capital available; Britain, France and others 
can invest only relatively small amounts. So the only way these areas can 
be developed — and kept in the free West — is with a giant aid and loan 
development enterprise through which the U.S. and other Western nations 
will make substantial contributions on a government-to-government basis. 
This is already being done to some extent, but the scale of operation must 
be enormously increased. 

A MIXED ECONOMY — with the large areas of capital invest- 
ment state-owned — is thus inevitable for most African nations. There 
is just no other adequate capital available. (Half of the investments in the 
Belgian Congo have been owned by the Belgian state.) Around these 
state-owned industries and resource developments, free enterprise is being 
vigorously fostered. But the American business and political mind must 
come to a larger and more sympathetic understanding of nations that 
must of necessity develop a mixed economy — for this is also the only 
hope for India and other underdeveloped countries. The Scandinavian 
nations, Switzerland, Japan and Italy to a great extent now have large 
areas of industry and resources under state ownership. The U.S. has had 
250 years and a rich uninhabited continent out of which to create the 
capital needed for its economy. Africa and Latin America, already with 
large populations to feed, must do it in 20 years, or revolutionary chaos 
will engulf them. Guns, bombs or missiles will not touch this need. And 
an unhistoric, exclusively laissez-faire concept of capitalism, only' possible 
in our own uniquely fortunate environment, must not blind us and bar 
us from assisting and guiding these changes. 


ASIDE FROM ECONOMICS 


HE American loss in prestige and influence, due to the inexpressibly 

stupid racial conflicts in the U.S., is beyond calculation. By far the 
largest richest continent on the globe is black. We will need their re- 
sources and trade very much in the future; already many of the strategic 
raw materials used to maintain our standard of living come from Africa. 
This interdependency will grow. Yet the behavior of a minority of hood- 
lum white-trash in the U.S.—some of them in rather high political 
positions — is convincing Africa that the U.S. is anti-black. 

The only large scale contrary force is the example and influence 
of the American missionaries in Africa. And paradoxically many of these 
are sent out by churches in our South which wouldn’t let their colored 
sextons sit in their sanctuaries during services! Our future as a nation is 
being subverted by too many badly mixed-up half-Christians in the U.S.

CIVIL DEFENSE AND PROPAGANDA 


concerted official effort, prompted by President Kennedy, will soon 

be made to sell the American public a greatly expanded Civil De- 
fense program, including the construction of bomb shelters in large cities 
and individual shelters for private residences. This effort comes after 
what Sen. F. M. Young of Ohio describes as a protracted “billion dollar 
boondoggle in which 60 per cent of the Civil Defense funds have gone 
for salaries and personal expenses to incompetent officials.” 

THE ACCELERATION AND EXPANSION of Civil Defense 
is now being preceded by a propaganda drive about CD activities in Rus- 
sia. Most newspapers have carried these releases, although there is reason 
to question the data presented. Having lost 17 million dead in World War 
II, with most Russian cities partially or totally destroyed, it is not surprising 
that provisions were made for public shelters as cities were rebuilt. Thus 
it is true that new buildings in the Soviet have the basement and under- 
ground areas, where customary civilian heating and storage facilities are

Facts On Public Health 


A long needed, impartial analysis 
of the public health problem in 
America has now been released by 
the Brookings Institution, an inde- 
pendent, privately financed research 
organization of high repute. A 534- 
page book, Doctors, Patients and 
Health Insurance, released by Brook- 
ings, reports mounting public pres- 
sure for adequate medical care to 
all citizens. These demands make 
inevitable an expanding Federal aid 
program in all areas of public health. 


This study, financed by the Ford 
Foundation, reports that about 49 
million Americans remain without 
any health insurance of any kind. 
Most of these people are self-sup- 
porting but cannot provide adequate 
medical care for themselves or their 
families at the costly rates now pre- 
vailing. 

As to care for the aged, the re- 
searchers found general public 
agreement on the need for health 
insurance for the elderly under the 
present social security system. To 
the public, the old age health legis- 
lation, proposed by the Kennedy 
Administration, appears to be a 
simpler, more economical plan, in- 
volving less Government intrusion 
in the affairs of private individuals 
and providing greater dignity for 
the beneficiary, than the alternate 
plans sponsored by the American 
Medical Assn. 


The report deals rather harshly 
with the AMA opposition to med- 
ical care and brands as false and 
misleading the AMA charges that 
the Federal medical care for the 
aged based on social security would 
mean Government interference in 
medical practice and choice of doc- 
tors. 


Private insurance systems, which 
fear that Government old age health 
insurance will hurt their business, 
are assured by the researchers that 
the American people do not discard 
systems they find satisfactory. 


The Cost of War 


Every hour $14 million is being 
spent on arms and armies in the 
world. The U. S. and the Soviet 
Union together spend 73 per cent 
of the total — $88 billion a year. In 
reviewing these figures, the Associ- 
ated Press states that if the world 
were to pool this money for peace- 
ful purposes, adequate housing 
could be provided each year for 
20 million families in under-devel- 
oped countries! 

The hungry among the world’s 
three billion population could be 
fed immediately and the sick pro- 
vided with medical care. An abso- 
lute end to the arms race would re- 
lease the constructive energy of at 
least 15 million men now trained 
to kill each other. This is only part 
of the story. Four men must labor 
to keep one soldier armed, equipped 
and supplied. Thus, if the arms race 
should end, 75 million men could 
return to peaceful tasks. 


Innumerable scientists now bend- 
ing their brains to find bigger and 
better means of mass destruction 
could turn their thoughts to the 
stars or dig into the secrets of the 
earth. The U. S. is frankly spending 
more on arms than any other na- 
tion — $46 billion a year — and 
most of it in forms of equipment 
that can never be utilized for any 
other purpose. Thus at best all this 
will be totally wasted or at worst 
will be consumed in a conflict that 
will destroy the civilized world as 
we know it. 





Crime Today: Each year, crime 
costs our society $20 billion. Dur- 
ing the past 25 years, the popula- 
tion of state and Federal prisons 
has increased nearly four times 
faster than the national population. 
Each year one million children are 
apprehended by the police and two 
million adults are arraigned in 
criminal courts. 

Much of this increase is attributed 
to the growth of gambling and the 
influence of the gambling syndicates.

located, planned to double as shelters in the eventuality of another war. 


IT HAS OFTEN BEEN REPORTED, however, on the best 
authority, that Civil Defense drills in Russia exist simply as part of the 
regular Soviet Army maneuvers of which the public takes little notice — 
rather than as a full scale national drill as pictured by Pentagon propa- 
ganda. (To accuse the Pentagon of distorting and slanting information 
sent out to the public is not new. Sen. Stuart Symington recently charged 
the Pentagon with withholding non-security information and falsifying 
other reports relative to missile production for “public relations purposes.’’) 
The Associated Press, in June, 59, went so far as to say that there was 
no Civil Defense activity in Russia of any consequence. The AP reported 
that the Soviet public took little part or interest in such activities. Other 
reputable sources have corroborated this dispatch. Even one of the recent 
Pentagon releases about CD in Russia admitted that the Russian people 
“showed a distaste and boredom with CD programs.” Nonetheless, the 
American public is to be whipped up into believing that the Russians are 
engaged in furious CD activities, hence that we should undertake a multi- 
billion dollar CD program here. This in itself will have great weight in 
conditioning the American mind to accept war as inevitable and to give 
up the struggle for peace. 


CAN CIVIL DEFENSE DEFEND? 


HE claim now that bomb shelters can save lives is only a theoretical 

estimate being pushed by the scientists-technicians who serve the 
military —a theory that is not accepted by the highest ranking physicists 
who created the atomic age. The great majority of the most renowned 
nuclear physicists are on record as urging that the only way to defend 
against atomic attack is to prevent war. Too little is known about what 
the results would be if multi-megaton atomic explosions swept our main 
population centers — and what is known provides a horrifying picture. 
Innumerable distinguished citizens, who have been closely associated with 
CD, have so expressed themselves. 


Philip Wylie, who served as a consultant to the Federal Civil De- 
fense Agency during the Truman and Eisenhower Administrations, changed 
his attitude towards the possible effectiveness of Civil Defense with the 
creation of the hydrogen bomb. Mr. Wylie became convinced that H-bombs 
“would create conditions in cities, towns and countrysides for which no 
plan — for evacuation, shelters, early warning radar lines or anything 
else — would be of value.” (Rotarian, Sept., ’60.) 

LARGE BOMB SHELTERS offer little hope in view of the con- 
stantly increasing speed of long-range missiles. It is admitted that with 
every conceivable advantage on our side, there would now be less than 
18 minutes warning time before an atomic missile of massive power would 
strike. This time will be further reduced by several minutes during coming 
months. What kind of protection could any city have when hundreds of 
thousands try to get out of their office buildings at the same time and into 
the nearest shelter? Or at night — out of crowded apartments and tene- 
ments? A large percentage would be crushed and injured in the effort, 
and when the weapon struck, those far enough away to escape death 
would be permanently blinded. Philip Wylie points out that it is human 
instinct to look up at any instant flash of light. H-bombs create bursts of 
light many times brighter than the sun. Masses of automobiles and pedes- 
trians suddenly blinded, while rushing for protection, would pile up death 
and confusion in unbelievable proportions. All this would happen in a 
wide radius far beyond the target area. 


STUDIES OF FIRE-STORMS visited upon cities heavily bombed 
in World War II reveal that rivers of fire swept through these metropol- 
itan centers and then turned the atmosphere into volcanoes of surging 
sheets of flame roaring up from the ground with centrifugal force. The 
fresh air rushing along the ground created hurricanes which in turn 
fanned the smaller fires into force and drew them to its course. Such a 
huge column of flaming air forming a giant torch over a burning city was 
felt by flyers (over Hamburg) nearly three miles in the air. The roofs 
of trucks flew off, peoples’ coats were pulled over their heads and their 
bodies knocked about before being consumed. The area became one great 
sea of fire which burned until there was nothing more to consume. Cars 
and trucks would be lifted and thrown into the air like grotesque Molotov 
cocktails, hurling flaming gasoline, oil and steel fragments like shrapnel 
in all directions. In an instant, underground gasoline and oil tanks would 
explode in the blast area and a large portion of the remainder within the 
fire-storm radius would follow, each in its own particular manner, flying 
higher and higher, finally exploding the very atmosphere above the city. 

IT IS SAFE TO SPECULATE that a city the size of Los Angeles, 
an area at Jeast 50 miles in diameter, would be engulfed in a suffocating

Boarding Schools In Russia 


After a recent visit to Russian schools, Richard H. McFeely, 
principal of George School, noted Quaker boarding school, discussed 
current trends in Russian education. He particularly emphasized the de- 
velopment of boarding schools in the Soviet Union and the new techniques 
for teaching ethics, honesty and integrity under an atheistic system. While 
observing many inadequacies in buildings and equipment and the limita- 
tions which political inflexibility puts upon the teaching of certain sub- 


jects, he reported outstanding methods of language teaching. 


“And the dynamics of Russian 
education is an impressive experi- 
ence to witness,” continued the dis- 
tingui:hed American educator. “The 
dedication of the teachers, the dis- 
cipline of the students and their 
energetic devotion to targets of spe- 
cific attainment present an awe- 
some challenge to the average Amer- 
ican in view of our own lackadais- 
ical attitudes in education, with so 
much emphasis on sports and social 
activities. 

“It is also jolting to discover that 
ethics can be taught with more pos- 
itive emphasis and with a closer re- 
lationship to behavior under an 
atheistic system, than most children 
experience in our supposedly ‘Chris- 
tian nation.’ Students in Russia are 
taught from infancy that all religion 
is superstition, that only the knowl- 
edge of modern science qualifies 
them for an understanding of the 
world and the universe in which we 
live. Yet these same students are 
taught honesty, integrity and moral 
behavior in a far more stern, im- 
pressive and effective manner than 
anytiing we know here.” 

Regarding the boarding schools 
now being established and those 
projected, Mr. McFeely reported 
that already 600,000 children now 
live in 2700 boarding schools, and 
that Russia expects eventually to 
educate most Russian youths be- 
tween the ages of 7 and 17 in board- 
ing schools. These “schools of the 
future” have the stated objective of 
forming “a new type of Soviet cit- 
izen with Communist traits, habits 
of thought and ethics.” 

The Russian boarding schools 
were also discussed recently by a 
leading British medical authority 
and educator, Dr. David Morris, 
after a visit to various schools 
around Leningrad. He reports hav- 
ing heard enough about the “lack 
of enthusiasm” among parents to 
convince him that there is quite a 
resistance movement to the board- 
ing school program. 

And a recent article in the Mos- 
cow daily, Pravda, reported that 
“the longing of a mother to see her 
child in a boarding school” is “a 
problem for educators.” While the 
system originally intended that chil- 
dren would stay at school 5% days 
a week, spending week-ends and 
summer vacations at home, there 
has been a tendency to hold the 
child in school for longer periods 
with less frequent visits home. Dr. 
Morris observed that those who 


lived in boarding schools seemed 
less spontaneous and less creatively 
responsible than the day students 
who live at home. (N. Y. Times, 
May 4.) 

Some boarding schools in Russia 
are already taking -children in the 
one to three year old age groups. 
It should be noted that there is a 
very basic difference between the 
boarding school in Russia where the 
state had the final authority over 
the student — and the boarding 
school in America where the parents 
decide on the child’s welfare. 


There is also a question as to 
whether the Russian boarding 
schools may not be another ap- 
proach to a de-emphasis on the 
family. The early Soviet effort to 
eliminate the family as the major 
social unit was a colossal failure. 


U.S.-Soviet Competition 


The U. S. and Russia are com- 
peting in other fields besides space. 
For instance, both nations are ser- 
iously working on the desalinifica- 
tion of sea water, for many coun- 
tries with their burgeoning popula- 
tions are facing serious water short- 
ages and must look to the sea for 
future needs. 


We are also competing with the 
Russians in oceanography, the ex- 
ploration and the utilization of the 
ocean’s unlimited resources. While 
the U. S. is much more closely 
allied to the ocean than is the great 
Eurasian land-locked Soviet Union, 
the Russians have, until recently, 
surged far ahead of us in these 
vastly important oceanic explora- 
tions which also have strategic bear- 
ing on the needs of food and re- 
sources of the overpopulated lands. 

Perhaps the most intense race of 
all (of which little is being reported 
because of its highly secretive na- 
ture) is the effort to master thermo- 
nuclear fusion — to bring under 
control the immense power of the 
hydrogen bomb for industrial pur- 
poses. Whichever nation success- 
fully completes this research has in 
its hand unlimited power resources, 
derived from heavy hydrogen, a 
fuel that comes from sea water. 

With energy and power among 
the key resources needed for the 
industrialization of great areas of 
the undeveloped world, this cheap 
and unlimited resource for power 
wil! bring great prestige to which- 
ever nation first masters the prob- 
lem and is able to share it. 





Negroes In Industry 


Negro pastors in Philadelphia 
have evolved a new technique for 
advancing racial justice in industry 
and employment. A committee in- 
vestigated the percentage of Negroes 
employed in corporations manufac- 
turing products used by the Negro 
population and then determined the 
number of Negroes employed by 
these companies in positions of re- 
sponsibility (clerks, stenographers, 
salesmen, etc.) by comparison to 
those in menial jobs to which most 
Negroes in industry are restricted. 
Next the pastors studied the ratio 
of employment to each company’s 
total sales to Negro consumers. 


With these facts in hand, the 
pastors called upon the management 
of each corporation involved and 
requested that a proportionate num- 
ber of qualified Negroes be em- 
ployed in the more desirable and 
responsible jobs — a number always 
commensurate with the percentage 
of Negro consumers. 

When a large baking company 
was approached on this basis, the 
ministers asked the company to hire 
two Negro driver-salesmen, two 
Negro clerical workers and three or 
four Negro girls in the icing depart- 
ment —all well-paid, skilled jobs 
traditionally held only by whites. 
The Negro leaders were not inter- 
ested in the fact that the baking 
corporation had already hired many 
Negro janitors, window washers, 
truckers and other menial workers. 

When the company pointed out 
that they did not need any more 
driver-salesmen or clerical workers 
at the time, the ministers politely 
but firmly said they hoped these 
people would be hired within a 
specified period. If not, 400 pastors 
would advise their congregations on 
the Sunday following not to buy 
any of the cakes and pies made by 
this company — until a fair quota 
of Negroes were hired. When the 
company did not respond, printed 
notices of the boycott appeared in 
barber shops, bars, beauty parlors, 
churches and wherever Negroes 
met. When the pressure of 700,000 
Negro consumers in Philadelphia 
was brought to bear upon the com- 
pany, the demands were quickly met. 

The Pepsi-Cola Co. complied 
after a two-day boycott. The giant 
Gulf Oil Co. resisted the pastors’ 
request for three weeks. But as a 
result of a boycott of Gulf products, 
called on a certain Sunday, the 
switchboards the next day were 
jammed with calls cancelling oil 
contracts; Gulf filling station deal- 
ers reported a big slump in sales. 
The ministers’ demands were met. 

They are now putting pressure 
on labor unions to give Negro work- 
ers a more just place in labor con- 
tracts, so they will not continue to 
be the last hired, and the first fired. 


Appraising The Press 


One of America’s veteran news- 
papermen, Carl Lindstrom, who 
served for 45 years as executive 
editor and managing editor of large 
Eastern newspapers, has expressed 
his dissatisfaction with the Ameri- 
can press in a new book The Fad- 
ing American Newspaper (Double- 
day). Mr. Lindstrom, who is now 
professor of Journalism at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, charges that 
the press generally has failed in its 
primary function of informing the 
public, especially in international, 
political and economic affairs. 

Mr. Lindstrom’s pungent criti- 
cism pictures the press as provin- 
cial, as emphasizing only those 
phases of the news that suit the 
conservative wealthy publishers. He 
notes the exceptions, however, and 
speaks highly of the leading papers 
in Minneapolis, Des Moines, Louis- 
ville, Milwaukee and St. Louis, and 
cites particularly the New York 
Times, the Christian Science Mon- 
itor and a few other leading dailies 
which this Newsletter often quotes. 

His thesis is largely sustained, 
believe it or not, by a recent poll of 
American newspaper publishers. 
Leading publishers list the coun- 
try’s best daily mewspapers as 
the N.Y. Times (preferred by 88.8 
per cent); the St. Louis Post Dis- 
patch (66.3 per cent); the Christian 
Science Monitor (51.8 per cent); 
the Milwaukee Journal (44.6 per 
cent); the Louisville Courier Jour- 
nal (41.7 per cent). The New York 
Herald Tribune and the Washing- 
ton Post and a few others were 
also mentioned. 


Soviet Propagandists at the UN: 
The Russians have stolen the lead 
in wooing African delegates to the 
UN by helping them secure hous- 
ing facilities in New York. Dis- 
covering that many of the Africans 
had met with embarrassing rebuffs 
in applying for apartments, the So- 
viet delegation not only provided 
organized assistance for the apart- 
ment-seeking Africans but the Rus- 
sians even attempted to purchase a 
large hotel to dramatize the diffi- 
culty the Africans encounter in the 
US. 

Adlai Stevenson, chief U.S. rep- 
resentative at the UN, hurriedly 
stepped in with an appeal to New 
York real estate operators, hotel 
and restaurant managers for co- 
operation in meeting the African’s 
requirements in housing.

fire-storm within minutes which would persist for a long time. No life 
above ground or underground, sheltered or unsheliered, could be expected 
to survive in such an area, warn top scientists. “We should forget about 
our existing cities, reconcile ourselves to loss of their inhabitants and 
concentrate on the other areas,’ advises A. Broido in “Mass Fires 
Following Nuclear Attack” in Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists, Dec., 60. 
These calculations are based upon estimates of results if a city were hit by 
only one 10-megaton hydrogen bomb — yet the expectation is that noth- 
ing short of a mass attack will be made with many missiles striking in a 
few moments! (See Disaster and Disposal — Dead End, by Col. G. L. 
Orth in Military Medicine, July, °59; Community of Fear —a research 
study by noted scientist Harrison Brown and James Real, publ. by The 
Center for Study of Democratic Institutions, Santa Barbara, Cal.) 


THE DOWNGRADING OF DEADLY RADIATION fall-out 
has been a favorite theory of those promoting expanded Civil Defense 
and bomb shelters— yet none of these men are qualified in scientific 
terms to speak on the danger of radiation, for this falls entirely in the 
fields of biology and genetics. Even Dr. Edward Teller, the one top physi- 
cist who supports the military extremists, is not qualified to speak in this 
field, as are Herman Muller, A. H. Sturtevant, James F. Crow and others 
of the world’s leading geneticists who believe that the radiation following 
atomic war would be an experience beyond anything the human mind can 
now conceive or cope with. “We just don’t know enough about it to make 
adequate plans,” is the prevailing view among most geneticists. Advocates 
of bomb shelters speak of ventilating systems to keep out radiation of 
poison gases. Since no one knows the nature of mass radiation and how 
it acts and reacts in large quantities, there is little confidence that such a 
system will be sufficiently effective to protect human life. (Bulletin of 
Atomic Scientists, issue on Radiation and Man, Jan., 1958.) 


Plans are being made to dig wells under the larger shelters in 
metropolitan and suburban areas — to provide pure water. But scientists 
warn that an H-bomb, digging deep into the earth, would contaminate 
underground streams of water for many miles around. Thousands in a 
bomb shelter will be found dying of radiation from “pure” water out of 
the shelter’s well. 


EDICAL FACILITIES will be severely limited. Only a small frac- 

tion of the injured will have medical care. Not only because of the 
enormous numbers of wounded — estimates running from 20 to 40 mil- 
lions — but because nearly all of our great medical centers are of neces- 
sity located in large cities which will be prime targets. The greatest pro- 
portion of the nation’s doctors, nurses and medical supplies will be de- 
stroyed. Medical advisers to CD freely concede that only the ambulatory 
cases (those who can walk and can quickly add to the nation’s defenses) 
can receive aid. Ponder the human, moral and civil problems involved 
in this. 

THERE ARE MANY MORE FACETS to this distressing pic- 
ture which we have no space to present here. But it all adds up to the 
overwhelming evidence that there is no defense against atomic war — 
except to prevent war. This, the leading nuclear physicists who created 
the atomic age, have warned from the beginning. Only lately have scien- 
tists in the employ of military institutions endeavored to throw a cloak 
of promise and scientific respectability over Civil Defense. At best it is 
scant covering for such a huge and stark skeleton. 


IF CIVIL DEFENSE WERE PRESENTED as a final measure, 
to safeguard as much as we can, after we had done all possible to remove 
the causes of conflict, there would be logic and reason in the proposed en- 
larged CD measures. But while we are spending $47 billions this year on 
the military, we grudgingly allow less than $4 billions for efforts to help 
others who are in the path of Communist expansion — and much of this 
sum will be recovered as loans at good interest rates, while the military ex- 
penditures are gone without value in return. Moreover, those who push 
CD the most stridently are the very ones who oppose almost every form of 
assistance to those who will be the victims of Communist aggression if 
we do not help them to help themselves. 

OUR CONCERN OVER CIVIL DEFENSE is caused by this 
distortion, this gross and macabre deception which we fear may some- 
day be looked upon as a form of mass insanity such as seized the German 
people under Hitler. Civil Defense is needed, has its place in our scheme 
of things, but when it is pushed in its present forms and in the present 
manner it is a subterfuge aimed by the professional war-makers to pre- 
pare a people to accept war as inevitable and to condition them for their 


own destruction.
